ing to urge the amendments to the measure 
agréed upon by the leading citizens and the rep- 
resentatives of the parties in interest Tuesday. 
The members of the House Judiciary com- 
mittee attended in a body and sat throughout 
and listened to all that was said on either 
side of the case. They even sat through Mr. 
Telford Burnham’s speech, the dreariest, duil- 
est, and most rambling performance ever in- 
flicted on that or any similar body. Mr. 
Burnham made a desperate effort to convince 
the committee that he was a public-spirited 
citizen, a persistent philanthropist, whose heart 
burned with a holy desire to serve his native 
city and to beautify it and to make it great 
and glorious. He had no connection with the 
Tllinois Central railroad, and the newspapers 
that said so slandered him. 

Having taken thirty minutes to say what 
was intended to mean this, Mr. Burnham 
started in to make an argument for the 
Tihnois Central road as strong as he could 
make it. As far as could be gathered from 
bis rambling discotrse his main objection was 
to the amendment relative to retaining the 
control over the four Michigan avenue blocks

In 1878 the Legislature repealed the act of 
1869, but that did not hinder the road from 
building the Thirteenth street pier and docks 
in 1880 and 1881. Suits were brought for their 
condemnation, but the court held that the 
docks belonged to the Illinois Central because 
the act of 1869 confirmed thetrespass and also 
the Thirteenth street pier, because it was re- 
garded as a southern protection to the harbor. 
But the court at the same time prohibited the 
road from using a spade full of dirt for filling 
from Randolph «street to Park row, and said 
that the city owned all riparian rights. At 
this point Mr. Hamline reminded those pres- 
ent that the Judge who decided the case was 
now a Judge of the United States Supreme 
Court, and thatthe attorney for the city at 
the time is now Chief Justice. While this 
Ww have no force in determining the con- 
clusion of the Supreme Court, it would be 
only reasonable to infer that the court would 
not be prejudiced against Chicago in any con- 
test with the Illinois Central. 

“Now, what is the problem to be settled by 
the City of Chicago?” the speaker asked. 
„Can it do better acting through itself than 
through the Illinois Central corporation? In 
the first place, let it be understood, there is 
nothing to prevent the City of Chicago from 
filling in and making the park itself. To 
build the park would cost only $12;000 an 
acre. That is what it costs the Illinois Cen- 
tral to raise submerged lands. And if you give 
the Drainage Commission the right to dump 
its dirt into the area required it may not cost 
half that amount. And at the same time you 
would relieve the Commissioners of one of the 
greatest problems which their minds have 
been struggling with. But Chicago is in debt, 
and therefore the question arises would it not 
be well to use the Illinois Central to do the 
filling! But if that corporation wants to dick- 
er with the city let it do so on something like 
fair terms. The people will submit to give 
the railroad $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 the best of 


‘the bargain, but they ought not to submit to 


any compromise or legislation which will rob 
the people out of tens and tens of millions.

Holiness does not differ sufficiently from that 
employed by the recognized authorities on the 
anti-socialistic side to merit special citation. 
He has evidently studied the subject thor- 


| oughly, and has eonsulted the leading writers 
of all countries. 


His Holiness then presents the alternative 
solution held out by the church, its doctrine, 
and teachings. He admits that according to 
these teachings themselves various principles 
and elements not strictly religious in essence 
must contribute to the solution. First, how- 
ever, and above all is the church, without 
which all else is ineffectual. At this point 
his Holiness recalls the gospel teaching in re- 


} gard to the relations to be, observed among 


workmen toward each other and by workmen 
and employers toward one another. 
Should Obey Christ's Teachings, 
He points out the fact that all that is neces- 


‘sary for the maintenance of harmonious rela- 


tions between masters and men is the carry- 
ing out of the simple injunctions of scripture. 
The observance of the Christian spirit as in- 
sisted upon in the inspired writings is the true 
solution. The fulfillment of the mutual obliga- 
tions of justice, resulting in friendly und even 
brotherly union between employer and em- 
ployed, is not only practicable but in a 
worldly sense beneficial to both interests. It 
is the, teaching of Christ that all men must 
live together in unity as the members of one 
family. The church not only keeps this teach- 


ing in mind but earnestly strives to bring it 


into actual practice, and does its utmost to 
bring the working classes all the moral and 
material helps which can be provided for 
their advantage. The activity of the church 
in charitable performance is dwelt upon as 
one instance of the practical out of 
the Christian spirit of mutual aid.

Mr. Miller made a thorough explanation of 
the amended bill on the lines set forth in 
Tun Tersuxe.

the City of Chicago was asked to give to the 
Illinois Central claimants. Outside of the 
United States line, near Randolph street, they 
demanded forty-six and one-quarter acres 
and inside of it forty-eight and one-half 
acres. They next demand a right of way 300 
feet wide instead of 200 feet down to Twenty- 
second street, and then four blocks north of 
the Exposition Building instead of three. 
“Now, for all this what is the city to get?” 
Mr. Hamline continued. “Two strips filled 
up, one of forty-three and the other of forty- 
eight acres, at a cost of filling of $12,000 an 
acre.“ 

Mr. Hamline next went into an estimate of 
the value of the property the railroad de- 
manded. The four blocks, he said, are worth 
35,000, 00. They demand ninety-four acres 
of land,” he added, and it would astound 
those who have not figured on their value to 
know that as railroad property they are said 
by experts to be worth $69,000,000, less the cost 
of filling at $12,000 an acre. In the right of way 
the road got a million square feet more land 
than it now has, and at $17 a square foot that 
would be $17,000,000. 

What the road gives in the shape of filled 
land belongs to the State of Illinois and not 
to it. And to make the park so much talked 
about in their favor what would it cost at the 
rate of $12,000 an acre for filling? Just about 
$3,327,000. Add to that say $160,000 for mov- 
ing tracks and the entire expenditure will not 
be more than $3,500,000. And for this the 
road claims property valued as high as $98,- 
000,000. 

The four bloaks in the heart of the city, the 
speaker said, should not be surrendered under 
any circumstances or conditions to the rail- 
road. “The people of Chicago,” he said, 
“should not stand by and see so unrighteous 
a scheme go through. It 1s about the only 
property the city has left, and it is needed for 
armories and other purposes. It will be near 
our public library and should be protected. 
But the people must organize to save it. So 
far there has been no organized opposition to 


the schemes of the road, and the only effective 
work done against it has been by the press.” 


Mr. Hamline urged the Real-Estate Board to 

become active, and criticised several of the 

features of the bill before the Legislature. 
The President of the board read a telegram 


‘received from Representative Dixon stating 


that the House committee would hear a com- 
mittee from the board Tuesday next. A mo- 
tion was adopted that the board meet tomor- 
row to take official action and appoint a com- 
mittee to go to Springfield.

Fifer and Fellow-Citizens; During this 
extended journey, in the course of which we have 
swept from the Atlantic coast to the Golden Gate 
and northward to the limits of our territory, we 
bave stood in many spots of interest and looked 
upon scenes that were full of historical associa- 
tions and of national interest and inspiration. 
The interest of this journey culminates today as 
we stand here for a few moments about the tomb 
of Lincoln. As I passed through the Southern 
States and noticed those great centers of busy 
industry which have been built since the war, as I 
saw how the fires of furnaces had been kindled 
where there was once a solitude, I gould not but 
think and say that this hand that now lies be 
neath these stones kindled and inspired all that 
we beheld. All these fires of industry were 
lighted at the funeral pyre of slavery. The proc- 
lamation of Abraham Lincoln can be read on all 
those mountain sides where freemen are now 
bending their energies to the development of 
States that have been long under the paralysis 
of humana slaves. ©

Business-Men of the Quaker City to In- 
corporate a General Exchange. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 14.—The Phila- 
delphia Bourse is now an assured fact. One 
hundred and twelve representative business- 
men of this city have each subscribed $1,000 
toward a capital stock of $1,000,000, and 
fifty of these men met today, elected 
a Board of Directors, and authorized the 
securing of a charter. A magnificent eleven- 
story granite building, costing $2,000,000, will 
be erected, and Philadelphia will soon have 
the only genal exchange of any note on this 
side of the Atlantic Ocean and the most com- 


Descenamg to particulars, the document 
maintains that the State not only has the 
right but is imposed with the duty to inter- 
fere between parties whenever its intervention 
becomes necessary in order to carry out its 
function of protecting the common rights of 
all and the equitable general welfare. In elu- 
cidating this point the encyclical declares that 
one of the chief objects for which the protect- 
ive action of the State is needed is the protec- 
tion of private property, the preservation of 
public tranquillity, and the securing ofethe ad- 
vantage of workmen, whether mental or 
physical. ° 

The encyclical passes on to the conside 
tion of the various questions bearing on the 
necessity of Sabbath rest, recreation in the 
shape of festivals, the utility of strikes, the 
proper adjustment of wages, etc. The ques- 
tion of the hours of labor is considered, with 
reference to the nature of the work, the age 
and sex of thé worker, and lastly, but not 
least, with relation to the effect of longer or 
shorter stints upon the workers. The impor- 
tance of a proper use of leisure time is dwelt 
upon, and the greatest stress is laid upon the 
benefits to be derived from the establishment 
among the workingmen of institutes, societies 
for mutual aid, funds for the succor of those 
who meet with misfortune or sickness, those 
disabled by accident, etc. Various kinds of 
patronage in the interest of charity are sug- 
gested, and the protection and welfare of chil- 
dren and youth is enjoined, 

Co-operation Recommended to Workmen. 


The field of benefit offered by the possi- 
bility of syndicates, companies, and above all 
of corporations among the workingmen is 
treated of, and such codperative effort is 
spoken of as preéminently suited to the 
altered conditions of these times. The State, 
while leaving due freedom to all, ought to 
favor and encourage such developments, and 
sustain the associations so formed. A good 
deal of space is devoted to these unions, upon 
which his Holiness seems to build great hopes 
of good results. Suggestions are made as to the 
best method of forming them, and the funda- 
mental principles which ought to govern 
them are enunciated. They should above all 
be animated by the spirit of Christ, ,the spirit 
of brotherly love and unity. Much good has 
already been done by such organizations, and 
his Holiness urges the enlargement and exten- 
sion of the principle as the most hopeful step 
toward uplifting the laborer. The encyclical 
concludes with words of earnest exhortation 
to all interested in the labor question to ob- 
serve the divine law as announced in the 
scriptures, each determining to fulfill readily 
and without delay the duty lymg upun him as 
employer or as workman.

Grand-Master Sweeney Talks Freely of the 
Trouble, 

Grand-Master Frank Sweeney of the Switch- 
men’s Mutual Aid Association talked freely of 
the present trouble last night, and reviewed at 
some length the causes leading to it. 
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as hazardous as ours, has 
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had a better set of switchmen, taken as a 
body, than any other road running into Chi- 
cago, and it seems to me that the officials in 
parting with these employés have parted as 
well with their wits. The men have not been 
mutinous, nor have they been unjust in the 
requests that they have from time to 
time made of the management. The 
McInerney case was never rightly un- 
derstood. The trouble between Foreman 
McInerney and Crowe, the switchman, 
whom he discharged, was but a wordy spat 
such as happens every day in every place 
where men are oP oyed. Depotmaster

it, and taking Crowe with him he approached 
McInerney and said: Fix up this little 
foolishness and put Crowe back at theswitch.”’ 
McInerney refused to meet the man half way 
and the case went to Mr. Sanborn, who rein- 
stated Crowe, but told him to get authority to 
work from Division Superintendent Miller. 
| Miller refused to talk on the subject, and as 
Sanborn had left the city in the meantime 
Crowe was laid off until his return. Then 
Crowe and a committee went to Miller's of- 
fee, but he avoided a conference and jump- 
ing on a train went to Western avenue. Then 
the committee despaired of a hearing, and the 
men struck for an hour and su ed in get- 
8 rid of McInerney, whom the road agreed 
to discharge. His discharge was not asked for 
until the committee had despaired of getting 
a talk with Miller. ;

„This is not a lockout now; it is a strike.

No freight 
trains will move, for it is beyond the pores of 
the road to secure experienced help. The 
Northwestern’s yards are intricate and the 
switching facilities are limited and such men 
as can be hired would not be able to handle 
things properly in months. We will win ia 
this fight as we have won in others, The road 
has made an error that it will discover before 
long. I have wired the Supreme Council of 
the Federated Orders ‘and its members—four 
officers from each order—will be here Saturday 
to confer with me on the situation.

They were at once ordered off 
under threat of arrest, and they sullenly de- 
parted. 

A long row of tumble-down sheds stood 
along close to the yards at Market street. 
From behind these sheds it was feared links 
might be thrown. A large force of men were 
called and in half an hour the old rookeries 
were leveled to the ground. 

Trains moved out on time, both passenger 
and freight, under the heavy police protection. 
Suburban and through trains went out and ar- 
rived with accustomed regularity. 


FRANK M’INERNEY BACK AGAIN, 


Why the Men Persecuted Him—He Says 
the Company Will Win. 

Frank McInerney, the yardmaster who came 
in with the new men and resumed the position 
from which he was ousted six weeks ago upon 
the demand of the switchmen, is confident 
that the company will succeed in holding out 
against the discharged men. He was one of 
the busiest men in Chicago during the day and 
until the last train pulled out of the Wells 
Street Depot at 11:30 o’clock last night. In 
conversation with a Tun reporter last 
night during a lull in the work he said:

THE CITY MUST BE WELL CLEANED UP 
: IW 1893. 

The Real-Estate Board has drafted a bill 

and submitted it to the ture with an 


urgent request for its passage, providing that 


the city may levy next year, and for that year 
only, a tax not to exceed 3 per cent for gener- 
al purposes, instead of 2 per cent as now. If 
this bill is passed Chicago will be able to raise 
for 1892 two million dollars more than it can 
under the present 2 per cent limitation, and 
with that extra sum it should be able to put 
the streets, the alleys, and the city generally 
in very decent and presentable condition for 
the World’s Fair, when millions of strangers 
pout in to inspect and criticise the city. By 
next spring the city authorities will have clear 
and well-defined ideas as to what ought to be 
done, and can govern themselves accordingly. 

The objection may be made that this amend- 
ment applies to all the cities of the State. But 
it is not necessary that it should affect them. 
Their authorities would not be required to 
appropriate more than 2 percent. The bill 
does not make it imperative, but merely per- 
missible. Some of the cities do not now spend 
ap to the 2 per cent limit. No city would 
need to increase its tax above the 2 per cent 
for one year because Chicago had imper- 
ative ns for doing it. Hence the special 
need of Chi should not be refused on that 
account. . 

The citizens of Chicago will not Object to 
increased taxes for a single year, for they 
know that the cleaning up has to be done, and 
that the money will not otherwise be at hand 
to do it with. They understand that the con- 
dition and appearance of the city will have a 
great influence on the Exposition. If the 
former is dirty and repulsive, with foul smells, 
filthy alleys, and unsightly thoroughfares, the 
first visitors who arrive will tell the country 
the state of things they find here. They will 
get away as soon as they can and will advise 
others not to come. But if they find every- 
thing neat, clean, and orderly they will report 
favorably, like the Jewish spies who went up 
to Canaan, that it is “‘a goodly land,” and 
there will be a rush to the Exposition, whose 
success will then be assured. 

Another good result will follow this one 
year’s cleaning-up appropriation. The people 
will see the city clean for the first time, and 
will appreciate the excellence of cleanliness, 
and understand that it does rank next to 
gudliness. Having seen everything around 
them neat and decent and presentable for 
twelve months, citizens will be ashamed to 
let their city lapse back into its old filthy 
state, and each one will try to keep at least 
his own house and lot and part of his alley in 
order, and to stop throwing refuse over his 
back fence or into the street. When a feeling 
of this kind is once awakened the city will be 
kept clean with but little attention and com- 
paratively small expenditure of money on the 
part of the authorities. 

There are so many good reasons for the 
passage of this little billand none against it, 
therefore let it be put through on quick time. 


GIVE THE HOMEOPATHISTS A CHANCE. 

The homeopathic physicians of this State, 
eight hundred in number, representing a con- 
stituency of many thousand taxpaying and in- 
telligent patients, are endeavoring through 
bills already introduced in the Legislature to 
secure control of the new hospital. for the in- 
sane. It. is settled that the hospital will be 
built, as it is urgently needed to accommodate 
the increasing number of persons in the State 
thus afflicted. As all the other State institu- 
tions devoted to the care of the sick and the 
insane are administered under the auspices 
of the allopathic school, the homeopathists 
claim, and rightly, too, that it is but fair they 
should have the charge of the new hospital 
and that they should have the opportunity to 
test the benefits of their system in the treat- 
ment of the insane. 

The homeopathists accompany their request 
with claims which they put forward in no un- 
certain manner. They insist that where their 
system has been applied to the insane the per- 
centage of recoveries has been much larger 
than that obtained by practitioners of the old 
school. As an instance of this it is claimed 
that at the Middletown (N. Y.) hospital, which 
has been under homeopathic control during a 
period of eight years, the average percentage 
of recoveries on the number discharged was 
49.89, and the percentage of deaths on the 
number treated was only 4.13, while in the other 
New York asylums under the control of the 
old school the percentage of recoveries was 
33.68 and of deaths 6.06, or nearly double that 
of the hpmeopathic asylum. Similarly favor- 
able results are also claimed for the Westboro 
(Mass.) asylum, which is under homeopathic 
supervision. 


Without taking sides with either school of 
medicine or attempting to pronounce upon 
the relative systems as applied to- the care and 
cure of insane patents, Tus Trreuns be- 
lieves it is only fair and just that the homeo, 
pathic physicians should have charge of at 
least one public institution with the fullest 
and freest opportunities to show what they 
ean do and to make good their claims. The 
homeopathic fraternity and its following in 
the State include thousands of wealthy, intel- 


ducted under a system in which they do not 
believe. They certainly are entitled to favor- 
able consideration when they come forward 
and modestly ask to be allowed to have the 
charge of one of the State institutions. If 
their claims are valid

In order to meet the views of the representa- 
tives of these foolish objectors Speaker Crafts 
drew an amendment, which the committee ac- 
cepted, providing that the improvement should 
be made by special taxation upon the prop- 
erty abutting upon the boulevards or pleasure 
driveways mnected thereby.“ Had the 
Speaker been more familiar with the locality 
where it is proposed that this improvement 
shall be made he would have seen the unwis- 
dom of his suggestion. It evidently seemed to 


much like the paving of a street where the 
abutting property rightly pays about all the 
cost, for it gets nearly all the benefit derived 
therefrom. In this case, however, the amount 
of abutting property benefited will be small in 
comparison with the quantity which, while not 
fronting on a boulevard or pleasure drive, will 
be as much benefited as if it did. 

The proposed viaduct will reach street grade 
level about Ohio street. The land below and 
on both sides $f the aerial structure will not be 
benefited and cannot be assessed. It is the 
intention of the Lincoln Park Commissioners 
to carry the Lake Shore drive from Ohio 
northward to Oak, out in the lake, skirting 
the shore. Hence there will be no property 
abutting on the east side of that part of the 
drive. From Oak to North avenue, as the bill 
now reads, there would have to be an enor- 
mous assessment on the land on the west side 
of the drive, which will have to stand nearly 
the entire cost of the work. Under the bill as 
amended, at North avenue the assessable 
property ends, because the boulevard there 
enters Lintoln Park. 

It will de seen that by Speaker Crafts’ 
amendment the residents on Dearborn, or 
State, or Rush, or Cass, or Pine, and the 
streets crossing them, while using this road- 
way for their light vehicles would not be 
called on to pawa cent. Nor would a nickel 
be levied on the eastern portions of Lake View, 
while they would derive great benefit from the 
improvement, All the money would have to 
come from the mile of one side street frontage 
between North avenue and the river. If the 
author of the amendment will go over the 
ground when he comes to the city, or will look 
at a map, he will see that he has misunder- 
stood the nature of the improvement. And if 
the bill passes in the shape the amendment 
places it the hoped-for subway or viaduct is 
knocked in the head. As matters now stand 
the North and South Divisions are cut off 
from communication during business hours 
by private vehicles or hired cabs via Michigan 
avenue and Rush street bridge, on account of 
the crush of the heavy commercial teaming 
-which occupies the street from Randolph to 
Illinois street. And Rush street bridge is th 
only one for half a mile that is not given up 
to street cars and their tracks. 

If the amendment had limited the special 
assessment to lots in the vicinity or neighbor- 
hood of boulevards and pleasure driveways 
found to be benefited by the proposed subway 
or roadway over the river the money might 
be raised for the work, because it would then 
be spread over several blocks west of the 
driveways—every one of which would be en- 
hanced in value much more than the assess- 
ment for the construction of the improve- 
ment,

RECIPROCITY AND HONEST MONEY. 

President Harrison’s speech to the people 
at Omaha was a short but sound exposition of 
the policy that must govern our efforts to 
progress in and by the arts of peace.

President ] ison announced the following 
as “common ground upon which we can all 
stand in dealing with the money question: 

That whatever money the government issues, 
paper or coin; it must be good money. I have an 
idea that every dollar we issue should be as good 
as any other dollar we issue; for, my countrymen, 
whenever we have any money, paper or coin, the 
first errand jt does is to pay some workingman 
for his day’s toil. None so much as the laboring 


man and the farmer require a full value dollar of 
permanent value the year around. 


That is sound doctrine. By far the greater 
number of dollars that circulate are used to 
pay for the toil of the man or woman who 
works, in city or country, and on the working 
classes must fall the lion's share of any loss 
that occurs depreciation in the pur- 
chasing value of the money unit. All experi- 
ence goes to show that a corresponding ad- 
vance in pay of the toller lags behind 
every such depreciation, so that none so much 
as the toi in the cities and the men who 
raise produce in the country require a full 
value dollar, and one shall be of per- 
manent valve all the year round. If these 
workers understood this fact they would repu- 
diate as a demagogic cry the shriek for cheap

FARWELL ON FREE COINAGE. 
The letter by Mr. J. V. Farwell, written in 


production. It contains a valuable résumé of 
statements of fact in the history of the money 
movement, and presents a complete misappli- 
cation of those facts as a basis for logical 
reasoning on the subject. He insists that the 
prices of all commodities have been depressed 
by the series of money changes occurring 
since 1878, and that there has been a corre- 
sponding depression “ in all trades,” which in 
turn “ has been the fruitful source of alli the 
labor strikes and anarchy Which have pre- 
vailed in the last eighteen years. 

It is unfortunate for the reasoning of Mr. 

Farwell and those who think with him that 
their recollections of business activity and the 
course of prices all date back to the war, 
which began about thirty years ago. His 
trade in dry goods amounted to little before 
that time. It became a large one as a conse- 
quence of the war, and he made big profits by 
dealing in goods at “ high prices quoted on 
the basis of a depreciated currency. It was 
those artificially high prices and depreciated 
currency which enabled debtors to pay 
easily obligations previously incurred that 
Mr. Farwell is remem with regret, as 
the Israelites in the desert did the flesh-pots 
of Egypt. He does not reobllect that in the 
many years preceding the war epoch, before the 
demonetization of silver, the wages of labor in 
city and country and the prices paid the 
farmer for his produce averaged much lower 
than those of today, He and they are aware 
that cotton goods, coal, iron, sugar, and cof- 
fee then sold much higher than now, but 
ignore the réasons for the change. Those 
things have cheapened because of a vast les- 
sening in the cost of tratisportation and in 
that of producing all except coffee. But the 
cheapening process was a direct result of 
human invention, including that in the field 
of machine appliances, It was not accom- 
plished by a reduction in the wages paid to 
labor. On the contrary, the workers in the 
cotton mill, coal mine, iron mine and 
foundry, and machine shop m this 
country are all receiving higher pay, 
and the same is true of the German 
toilers in the production Jof beet sugar. The 
great majority of workers in the United States 
not only get more wages per day, but it ia for 
a less number of hours, and each individual 
dollar they earn will buy far more of creature 
comfort than would the expenditure of ‘a dol- 
lar up to thirty years ago. 

Nor is Mr. Farwell more happy in his allu- 
sions to 1873. It is true that reokoned in a 
currency $114 of which had to be paid for $100 
in gold ‘the average prices of that year in the 
Chicago market were nearly 100 per cent 
higher on coal, sugar, muslins, and cotton 

rints and 50 per cent higher for butter and 
cheese, but they were only 4 trifle higher on 
wheat and vastly lower on corn, oats, live 
stock, and lumber. Hence the farmer is not 
so badly off, thougli claimed in the letter 
to have suffered worse than the laborers 
have”’ as a terrible consequence of returning 
to par values after the demoralization of a big 
war. In both cases whatever there may be to 
complain of is assigned to a merely hypothet- 
ical cause, not the true gone. The last twenty 
years have constituted an era of vast change in 
most branches of mdustry. They have 
brought revolutions to some by the wholesale 
introduction of labor- saving machinery where 
the work used to be done expensively by 
hand, and inequalities have necessarily ac- 
companied the process of substitution. But 
work has been found for workers in hundreds 
of channels not known before, and those 
‘workers are better paid, While the dollars 
they earn will buy far more goods, because 


of the cheapening in the cost of production 


and transportation that has been wrought by 
the improvements Antroduced. A few min- 
utes’ study.of the problem in the light of these 
facts might perhaps suffice to convince Mr. 
Farwell and his school of thought that a free 
coinage of silver dollars, worth 75 cents each 
of actual value or purchasing power, would 
not bring back the conditions they are sigh- 
ing for, |

guilty knowledge of it and having participated 
in the boodle, as the speaker was prepared to 
show. It is through a quarrel between the al- 
leged boodleré that the scandal is made public. 
Both the alleged guilfy persons have denied 
the accusation and court a parliamentary in- 
vestigation, which will be had, as the matter 
has been referred to a committee. The To- 
ronto Globe thinks it is unfortunate Sir 
Hector should have limited his denial to the 
receiving of money for his own use, profit, and 
advantage, and boldly intimates that it was 
used as a corruption fund in the recent elec- 
tions—in other words, that it was money re- 
ceived corruptly from contractors for the cor- 
rupt purpose of debauching constituencies— 
which is even worse than the original accusa- 
tion.

In con- 
nection with this line of inquiry a similar in- 
vestigation as to wages will be made, and this 
latter will run over the same periods as the 
figures on articles of general use. There is still 
another channel of inquiry. This is as to the 
prices of farm produce for a corresponding 
period—not the market price at the seaboard 
or in the in pits of Chicago, but exactly 
what the farmer received for his produce, 
When this is ascertained we shall have figures 
for the first time that.will enable Congress to 
fully understand the reasonably exact relation 
of the consumer to the laws and the laws to
